— (Spwiul 
eorreOpoudeooe) — In tho ten years 
from 1910 to 1920, there was jirno 
tically no new development at water 
power 1 nthe United States. In the 16 
months after the Republican Congress 
paaaed the VMaral Watar Power Act, 
tharo wara fUad with tho oommissiun 
18i appUeattaaa lor praUariaary per- 
mit and U applloattoaa tor lioanse to 
develop powar — W appUoationa la 
all — afgrgatalBc 11,000,000 primary 
and 6,700,000 secondard hohsepower, 
or 16,700,000 horsepower of estimated 
installation. The proposed develop- 
ment following the enactment of the 
Water Power Law Is double tho horse- 
power developed In all the years sincp 
settlement was made in America. 

Of course there will be no immedi- 
ate devel^ment of all this water pow- 
er, for several reasons. In the flmt 
place, the maklag at datailad plans 
and tha eoaatraoUaa of dama, etc., is 
a slow prooaw. Some of tha prolectc 
will be more difflenit than others and 
will require more time and greater ex- 
penditure. Some will lie develrpcd 
gradually as there Is need for the 
power. Then, too, even if it wer phys- 
ically possible to develop all this po« - 
er over night, there would be no im- 
mediate commercial use for the pow- 
er. Adaptation of present plants and 
the construction of new pluts fOr 'Jir 
use of electric power will ae a grad- 
ual prooadd of ehange. Muiy of our 
rallroBda will ba islaetrifiad hi i|art or 
entirely. Many maantutorlaa now us- 
ing steam power will ehange of elec- 
tricity. Water power will be used i" 
goenrate electricity which in turn will 
be used to manufacture nitrates, bti' 
this will also be a gradual develop- 
ment. 

The important fact Is that under thr 
Vsdaral Water Power Act men who 
hava accumulated capital and who 
have the needed buslnen ability and 
taohnioal akiU have been aneonraged 
to utllUse theUr aavlnga and their abil- 
ity fat tha davalopment oC one of the 
moat valaUa of oar lataBtJcaaaarces. 
This means much fbr tho future of 
America. It means a saving of coni 
and other fufels. It means greater 
cleanliness and comfort in travel. It 
means cheaped manufacturInK costs 
It means great convenience to all the 
neople. But most of all. It means util- 
isation of power that is today golns 
absolute^ to waate as the water nin< 
unimpedqd down the ctuutnals of our 
monntain atreama. 

In tha davalopment of all tUi pow- 
er, somaoaa will probaMr make priftp 
— probably a few wA make terge 
nrofts. That Is to be 'expected, tn 
fact, one of the purposes of the water 
nower act was to give me na reaaon- 
hope of making a profit In order to In- 
duce them to make the Investment of 
money and time necessary to develoi 
the unused power. Power must be de- 
veloped cither by private enterprise 
or public appropriation, if at all, and 
it b eertatai that devalopment by gov- 
ernment aganoiaa wo^M be aqyanaive 
and waatafal. Privata'aaterprlse win 
not take tha risk of kaa nnlaaa It bar 
alao a raaaonable ^(opa of gafai. 

But while thelaw aCorda the in- 
vestor teme assurance of protection in 
his vested rights, it also hedges the 
operation about with provisions which 
nrotect the public from extortion and 
from the evils of unlimited franchise 
By regulation of charges, taxes upon 
profits, and a final provision far re- 
version to the Government, tta pabtle 
weltara i* dnly gaatdad.
